Announcement. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION,  I 
Salem,  Okegon,  June  4,  1892.  J 
To  all  School  Officers,  Teachers,  and  Friends  of  Education : 

It  has  been  determined  that  the  educational  interests  of  our  State  shall  be 
represented  at  the  great  Exposition  to  be  held  at  Chicago  next  year.  This  con- 
-elusion  has  not  been  hastily  reached,  but  has  been  carefully  studied  and  has  been 
duly  considered  by  boards  of  education  and  teachers  in  convention.  The  active 
cooperation  of  friends  of  education  in  all  parts  of  the  State  has  been  assured,  and 
this  assurance  forms  the  basis  of  and  will  stimulate  the  efforts  that  now,  hence- 
forth, will  be  made  for  a State  School  Exhibit. 

In  this  place,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  recall  the  work  done  by  Oregon  schools 
during  the  past  in  presenting  educational  exhibits  at  the  National  Educational 
Associations  held  at  San  Francisco,  Nashville,  St.  Paul,  and  at  the  World’s  Fair 
held  at  Paris,  .France,  in  1889.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these  exhibits  were 
prepared  through  the  energy  and  public  enterprise  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  of 
some  of  the  leading  schools  in  our  State,  and  these  efforts  were  entirely  voluntary 
and  wholly  produced  and  inspired  by  a commendable  pride  in  the  advancement  of 
Oregon  and  her  public  schools. 

The  great  importance  of  making  a complete  exhibit  of  our  educational  institu- 
tions need  not  be  argued  here.  There  is  no  question  superior  to  that  of  education 
in  presenting  the  various  claims  and  resources  ot  a State,  and  the  direct  result  of 
placing  a good  school  exhibit  at  the  Exposition  will  be  to  impart  a healthy 
impetus  to  the  interest  already  expressed  in  the  material  advancement  of  our 
country. 

It  is  necessary  that  early  preparation  be  made  for  this  effort,  and  all  county  and 
city  superintendents,  presidents  and  principals  of  higher  institutions  of  learning, 
teachers,  boards  of  directors,  are  earnestly  urged  to  take  up  this  important  work  at 


once. 


In  preparing  work  for  the  exhibit,  superintendents  and  teachers  are  requested 
to  provide  and  arrange  their  work  in  compliance  with  the  recommendations  made 
in  this  circular.  These  outlines  for  school  exhibits  are  not  intended  to  be  strictly 
arbitrary  in  their  local  application,  but  rather  suggestive  of  the  best  work  that  may 
be  produced  by  our  schools  under  the  guidance,  skill  and  good  judgment  of  those 
in  charge. 

E?lan  oh  Exhibit. 


The  cut,  appearing  on  the  first  page  of  this  circular,  represents  the  arrangement 
for  the  Oregon  Educational  Exhibit  at  the  World’s  Fair,  in  1893,  and  is  modeled 
after  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Kansas  Educational  Exhibit 
at  the  Columbian  Exposition. 

This  represents  an  area  of  3,000  square  feet,  100x30  feet,  and  gives  two  aisles 
100x9  feet,  and  four  cross  aisles  6 feet  wide.  It  also  gives  four  lines  of  tables  3 feet 
high  and  3 feet  broad,  and  in  the  rear  of  each  line  of  tables  a wall  surface  6 feet  in 
height.  On  the  tables  will  be  displayed  the  bound  volumes  of  school  work,  appa- 
ratus, etc.;  on  the  walls  will  be  placed  charts,  drawings,  photographs,  plans  of 
school  buildings,  etc. 

The  committee  desires  to  have  at  least  three  times  as  much  work  for  wall 
exhibit  as  can  be  put  in  place  at  one  time,  so  that  changes  can  be  frequently  made. 
The  drawers  beneath  the  tables  is  the  place  in  which  this  extra  work  will  be  kept. 

Above  and  over  the  center  of  this  display  will  be  placed  a large  map  of  Oregon, 
showing  its  counties,  cities,  rivers,  and  railroads,  and  what  is  more  important,  a 
large  dot,  or  possibly  a miniature  flag,  for  every  school  building  and  institution  of 
learning  in  the  State. 

If  the  funds  raised  will  justify  the  expenditure,  it  is  proposed  to  manufacture 
in  this  State  (and  ship  to  Chicago)  the  complete  series  of  tables  as  they  are  pre- 
sented in  the  cut.  The  material  is  to  consist  entirely  of  Oregon  native  wood. 
This,  of  itself,  will  constitute  an  elegant  exhibit. 


Scheme  op  Exhibits. 

I.  State  and  County  Departments  op  Public  Instruction. — Blanks  and 
reports  used  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  including,  likewise,  all 
blank  forms,  registers,  school  laws,  etc.,  prepared  for  the  use  of  county  superin- 
tendents, school  oflicers,  and  teachers  generally  in  the  several  counties  and  school 
districts  in  this  State. 

II.  City  School  Departments. — All  blank  forms,  reports,  registers,  forms  of 
certificates,  etc.,  used  in  city  departments  of  public  instruction. 

III. — Kindergarten  Schools. — Kindergarten  charts,  mounted;  paper  cutting; 
paper  folding:  weaving;  drawings;  sewing;  slat  work;  work  in  clay;  map  work; 
embroidery;  etc.,  etc. 

IV.  — Primary  Schools,  Graded  and  Ungraded.— Photographs  of  regular 
daily  work  of  pupils  on  slates  and  blackboards;  clay  models;  penmanship  speci- 
mens and  drill  exercises  in  writing;  manuscript  work  on  all  subjects  taught  in  the 
primary  grades;  specimens  of  map-drawing;  of  relief  maps  in  paper  or  putty; 
primary  charts  made  by  pupils,  etc. 
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V.  Intermediate  Schools,  Graded  and  Ungraded. — Photographs  of  black- 
board and  map  work;  penmanship  and  drill  exercises;  volumes  of  copy  books; 
compositions;  written  examination  work  in  all  subjects  taught  in  intermediate 
grades;  specimens  of  map-drawing;  free-hand  and  mechanical  drawings,  specimens 
of,  solutions;  methods  of  analysis;  language  and  composition  work,  including 
stories;  memory  and  illustrative  picture  stories;  diagrams;  analysis;  parsing; 
essays;  geography  work  of  every  description,  including  relief  maps  in  paper  and 
putty;  studies  in  physiology,  including  maps  and  drawings  of  the  various  organs  of 
the  human  body,  frame  work  of,  etc.;  history  work,  including  examinations  in, 
essays,  plans  of  campaigns,  battle-fields,  etc.;  miniature  maps  (paper  or  putty) 
showing  countries  in  relief,  and  indicating  natural  productions  by  using  grains  of 
wheat,  rice,  corn,  small  particles  of  coal,  silver,  gold,  etc.;  chart  work,  etc. 

^ I-  High  Schools.  Photographs  of  blackboard  and  map  work;  geographical, 
geometrical  and  geological  drawings  and  maps  of  all  classes;  relief  maps;  physio- 
logical drawings  and  charts;  natural  sciences  in  general,  including  drawings  of 
apparatus,  description  of  experiments;  botanical  specimens;  language  and  litera- 
ture in  general,  including  letter-w'riting,  compositions,  analyses,  w'ord-studies, 
general  papers,  etc.;  miscellaneous  exercises  in  mathematics,  history,  and  political 
science  and  business  training;  drawings  in  general,  including  mechanical  and 
free-hand,  paintings,  crayon  work,  etc.;  books  written  by  teachers. 

VII. — Normal  Schools.—  Catalogues ; photographs  of  models,  specimens, 
natural  science  collections,  etc.;  portfolios  of  maps;  original  designs;  original 
reading  charts;  historical  and  geographical  charts:  rapid  crayon  drawings;  free- 
hand and  mechanical  drawings  in  general;  examination  papers  on  all  topics; 
outlines  of  methods,  programmes,  studies;  samples  of  original  work  in  all  lines; 
model  school  w ork;  drawing  books  from  regular  wrork,  etc. 

VIII.  — Colleges,  Universities  and  Other  Schools.— Catalogues;  copies  of 
all  blank  forms  used;  courses  of  study;  specimens;  models;  historical  outlines  and 
charts,  plans  and  illustrations  in  all  lines:  bound  volumes;  historical  reports, 
addresses  and  papers  in  all  lines  of  higher  education;  portfolios  of  free-hand  and 
mechanical  drawings,  etc. 


IX.  Schools  for  the  Blind,  Deaf,  and  Dumb. — Samples  of  industrial  work, 
including  mat  work;  worsted  work;  hand  knitting;  hand  sewing;  machine  sewing; 
examination  papers,  and  all  other  lines  of  special  work,  including  map-work,  free- 
hand, and  mechanical  drawings,  etc. 


X.  Agricultural  and  Commercial  Colleges. — It  is  understood  that  all  Agri- 
cultural and  Commercial  Schools  in  the  United  States  will  present  special  exhibits 
in  a separate  space  set  apart  for  that  purpose.  These  schools,  however,  are  cor- 
dially invited  to  contribute  samples  of  work  to  our  general  exhibit  as  outlined  in 


the  general  scheme  written  above  for  colleges  and  other  schools. 

Note.— All  papers  prepared  for  the  exhibit  must  be  legibly  and  neatly  written 
with  ink,  giving  the  county,  district,  name,  and  number  of  the  school  with  the 
pupil’s  name. 
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IpHOTOGI^APHIG  GXHIBIT  OP  BULIDINGS,  C^G. 

This  part  of  the  geneial  school  display,  if  carefully  and  systematically  prepared 
and  arranged,  will  prove  to  be  one  of  its  most  interesting  and  attractive  features. 
The  rapid  and  decided  progress  made  during  the  past  few  years  in  the  matter  of 
architectural  science  as  applied  to  the  construction  and  arrangements  of  school- 
houses  and  schools  can  easily  be  shown  by  a series  of  good  photographic  views. 
By  this  system  of  photographs  we  may  also  represent  to  great  advantage  the  per- 
sonal organization  and  entire  membership  of  all  of  our  schools  and  higher  institu- 
tions of  learning.  In  many  instances,  a number  of  views  of  the  same  building  or 
series  of  buildings  should  be  taken  from  different  standpoints,  so  that  the  general 
situation  and  surroundings  in  each  case  may  be  readily  seen  and  quickly  under- 
stood. In  any  event,  strict  uniformity  and  system  must  be  observed  in  order  to 
secure  success  in  this  or  any  other  department  of  the  State  Exhibit.  All  photo- 
graphs should  be  neatly  and  plainly  labeled  with  pen  and  ink.  This  work  should 
be  prepared  under  the  several  heads  mentioned  below,  as  follows: 

1.  Photographs  of  public  school,  and  other  educational  buildings  showing: 
(a)  the  elevation ; (6)  the  exterior  and  plans  in  full ; (c)  floor  plans,  giving  the 
.shape  and  size  of  rooms.  (Size  of  photographs,  8x10  inches.) 

2.  Photographs  of  basement  rooms,  showing  plans  of  heating  and  ventilating. 
(Size  of  photogiaphs,  8x10  inches.) 

3.  Interior  photographic  views  of  all  college  and  school  museums,  laborato- 
ries, cabinets,  and  libraries  best  presenting  collections  and  illustrating  their  teach- 
ings. (Size  of  photographs,  8x10  inches.) 

4.  Views  of  school  and  college  apparatus,  showing  facilities  for  class  illustra- 
tion, etc.  (Size  of  photographs,  8x10  inches.) 

5.  Photographs  of  boards  of  education;  city  superintendents  and  their 
teachers ; county  superintendents  and  their  feachers ; principals  of  schools  and 
their  teachers  and  pupils ; and  teachers  in  general  and  their  pupils. 

The  above  to  be  taken  in  groups  and  may  be  prepared  for  wall  exhibit  or  in 
book  forms.  (Size  and  style  of  photographs:  “Cabinet”  size,  4%x6%  inches  for 
small  groups,  and  8x10  inches  for  large  groups.) 

6.  Photographs  showing  the  personnel  of  the  teaching  force  of  each  university, 
college,  normal  school,  seminary,  academy,  and  private  schools  in  the  State,  includ- 
ing, in  each  case,  the  president  or  principal  and  all  members  of  each  faculty. 

The  above  to  be  taken  in  groups  (size,  8x10  inches,)  and  by  individuals  (“Cabi- 
net  ” size,  inches),  and  may  be  furnished  in  album  or  book  form,  or  for  wall 

display. 

7.  Photographs  exhibiting  the  complete  personal  organization  of  each  and 
every  educational  institution  in  the  State,  including,  in  one  view,  the  board  of 
trustees,  president,  instructors,  students,  and  employes.  (Size  of  photographs, 
8x10  inches.) 

8.  Photographs  of  boards  of  regents,  trustees,  and  directors  oi  all  educational 
institutions,  State,  denominational,  and  private. 

These  should  be  taken  in  groups  and  individually,  and  may  be  arranged  in 
book  form  or  for  wall  display.  (For  groups,  size  of  photographs,  8x10  inches ; and 
for  individuals,  “Cabinet”  size,  4%x6)4  inches.) 


Special  €xhibit. 


An  attractive  exhibit  may  be  made  by  the  school  children  presenting  some  of 
the  distinctive  features  of  our  State  that  will  prove  equally  as  useful  and  interesting 
as  samples  of  their  daily  school  work.  In  this  place,  it  is  proposed  that  our  boys 
and  girls  make  exhibits  in  the  following  lines: 

1.  Specimens  of  the  several  kinds  of  wood  native  to  Oregon,  with  drawings 
and  written  descriptions  of  the  kinds  of  trees.  This  item  may  also  include  speci- 
mens of  the  matured  fruit  or  seeds  of  the  same,  as  pine  cones,  seed  of  the  maple, 
myrtle,  etc. 

2.  Mounted  specimens  of  the  native  game  birds  of  Oregon,  including  speci- 
mens of  all  other  native  birds,  accompanied  by  a systematically  arranged  exhibit 
of  their  eggs,  forms  of  nests,  etc. 

3.  A marine  exhibit  may  be  made  by  the  school  children  living  in  our  Coast 
counties.  This  exhibit  may  consist  of  mounted  specimens  of  “sea-urchins,”  star- 
fish, sea-nettles,  sea-moss,  etc.  A paper  may  accompany  each  specimen,  describing 
the  form,  structure,  uses,  etc.  The  colors  of  these  wonderful  products  of  the  sea 
are  as  beautiful  and  almost  as  varied  as  their  form. 

4.  Mounted  specimens  of  native  ferns,  tree-moss,  rock-moss,  etc.,  with  accom- 
panying essay  describing  the  same. 

5.  Collections  of  minerals,  fossils,  Indian  flints  and  ancient  utensils,  etc. 

6.  In  free-hand  drawings,  paintings  and  crayon  work,  pupils  may  make  an 
interesting  display  of  Oregon  scenery. 

7.  In  history  work,  the  pupils  may  incorporate  features  and  incidents  of 
Oregon’s  early  history,  as  the  discovery  of  the  Columbia  River,  founding  of  Oregon 
City,  Portland,  Astoria,  educational  institutions,  the  several  Indian  wars,  etc. 
Each  composition  should  be  introduced  by  a neat  drawing  of  the  subject  discussed  . 
This  is  a very  extensive  field,  and  is  especially  commended  to  superintendents  and 
teachers. 

Sizes  and  Kjnds  op  E?apei^. 

The  several  kinds  of  paper  used  in  exhibit  work,  should  be  as  nearly  uniform 
in  size  and  quality  as  may  be  practicable.  The  following  sizes  are  well  adapted  for 
the  several  purposes  named: 

For  examination  papers,  etc.;  use  “foolscap”  size,  ruled,  half  sheets,  12%x8  inches  . 

For  composition  work,  etc.:  use  “commercial  letter”  size,  ruled,  half  sheets, 
11x8%  inches. 

For  mounting  marine  and  other  specimens:  use  “ commercial  note,”  unruled,  half 
sheets,  8x5  inches. 

For  mounting  small  specimens , botanical,  etc.;  use  “octavo”  size,  unruled,  half 
sheets,  7x4%  inches. 

For  chart  work  (hand  printing);  use  heavy  “manila”  paper,  single  sheets,  size 
18x24  inches. 

For  drawings  in  physiology , etc.,  the  following  may  be  used: 

1.  Royal  Linen  Ledger  paper,  heavy,  white;  size,  18x23  inches. 

2.  Scotch  Linen  Ledger  paper,  heavy,  white;  size,  17x28  inches. 
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For  industrial  drawings,  generally,  the  following  kinds  and  grades  of  paper 
should  be  used: 

1.  White  Bristol;  size,  22x28  inches. 

2.  Cream  Bristol;  size,  22x28  inches. 

3.  China  Bristol  ( of  various  tints),  same  size  as  above. 

Note.— It  may  not  be  practicable  for  teachers  (in  all  parts  of  the  State)  to 
secure  all  of  the  above-mentioned  kinds  ot  paper,  but  uniformity  should  prevail  in 
this  matter  so  far  as  possible. 

Note.— In  preparing  all  kinds  of  chart  work,  teachers  may  bind  together  any 
number  of  drawings  in  the  same  lines  of  work,  as:  Geography  charts,  history 
charts,  etc.  Care  should  be  taken,  however,  not  to  make  each  chart  too  bulky  by 
using  a large  number  of  leaves.  Each  chart  should  have  a proper  title  page,  as:

Note. — City -Superintendent  I.  W.  Pratt,  of  the  Portland  Public  Schools  (Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee),  purposes  securing  and  specially  preparing  the 
several  kinds  of  paper  necessary  for  exhibit  work  in  his  own  schools.  Superin- 
tendents and  teachers  in  other  counlies  aud  cities  may  correspond  with  him  and 
thus  secure  supplies  of  paper  of  uniform  size  and  quality. 

Rational  (Columbian  Rublig  School 

(SELBBI^ATION. 

We  desire  to  call  the  special  attention  of  all  teachers  in  Oregon  to  the  address 
issued  to  the  teachers  of  the  American  Public  Schools,  given  below.  This  message 
is  sent  out  by  the  Executive  Committee  appointed  by  the  Department  of  Superin- 
tendence of  the  United  States,  and  clearly  sets  forth  the  arrangements  that  are  now 
being  made  for  the  general  observance  of  this  National  Holiday,  to  celebrate  one 
of  the  most  important  and  memorable  days  in  the  history  of  the  world,  namely: 
The  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  by  Christopher 
Columbus,  October  12,  1492. 

We  confidently  appeal  to  the  enterprising  body  of  teachers  in  this  State  to  make 
this  occasion  a notable  day  in  the  history  of  Oregon’s  Public  Schools,  and  we  hope 
that  every  educational  institution  in  our  entire  Commonwealth  will  likewise  set 
apart  this  day  to  celebrate  the  four  hundred  years  of  America’s  growth  and 
progress. 

In  addition  to  the  programme  that  will  be  prepared  by  the  National  Executive 
Committee,  we  hope  to  issue  a supplementary  programme  containing  some  inter- 
esting local  matter  relating  to  the  history  and  advancement  of  Oregon. 


COLUMBUS  DAY  CELEBRATION—  OCTOBER  12,  1892. 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  OF  AMERICA  WILL  LEAD. 

“The  executive  committee  of  the  Columbian  public  school  celebration  sends  the 
following  message  to  the  teachers  of  American  public  schools : 

The  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  will  be  the  most 
important  of  the  Centennial  observances  through  ivhich  we  have  passed.  It  will 
be  marked  in  Chicago  by  the  dedication  ot  the  Columbian  Exposition  grounds, 
and  should  be  celebrated  everywhere  in  America  by  fitting  exercises. 

To  the  public  schools  this  day  presents  a great  opportunity.  It  is  in  their 
power  to  make  themselves  the  centres  of  all  local  demonstrations. 

This  leadership  by  the  public  schools  was  first  proposed  by  The  Youth’s  Com- 
panion. The  World’s  Congress  Auxiliary  of  the  Columbian  Exposition,  through 
its  president,  followed  with  a request  that  the  day  be  celebrated  systematically 
throughout  America,  and  suggested  that  the  public  schools  lead  in  each  local  cele- 
bration. 

The  department  of  superintendence  of  the  National  Educational  Association, 
at  its  annual  meeting  in  February,  1892,  indorsed  the  proposal  and  appointed  the 
State  Superintendents  of  Education  as  a general  committee  to  lead  the  celebration 
in  their  several  States.  An  executive  committee  was  also  elected  to  prepare  a 
uniform  programme  for  use  in  every  locality  in  the  Republic,  and  to  take  direct 
charge  of  the  movement. 

The  striking  fitness  of  such  a public  school  demonstration  will  appeal  to  every 
patriotic  teacher. 

It  will  give  worthy  prominence  to  the  common  school  as  the  fruit  of  four  cen- 
turies of  American  life.  It  will  bring  before  the  eyes  of  our  nation  and  the  world, 
on  a scale  of  proper  magnitude,  what  North  American  civilization  owes  to  free 
education.  It  will  also  be  a valuable  lesson  in  intelligent  patriotism  to  over  thir- 
teen millions  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools. 

On  September  1st  the  official  programme  will  be  published,  uniform  for  all  local- 
ities. It  will  be  simple,  but  impressive,  and  worthy  of  the  day.  It  will  provide  for 
a morning  celebration  in  the  school  houses,  especially  for  the  pupils ; it  will  also 
suggest  an  afternoon  celebration  in  the  largest  hall,  designed  for  the  public  gener- 
ally, and  at  which  the  older  pupils  will  be  present  by  delegation  or  en  masse.  This 
afternoon  celebration  may  be  preceded  by  a grand  procession. 

The  official  programme  will  provide  that  one  of  the  exercises  at  the  school- 
houses  shall  be  raising  and  saluting  the  flag.  No  school  should  be  without  its  flag 
on  that  day.  Schools  yet  without  flags  will  be  aided  in  obtaining  them  if  they 
address  the  chairman  of  this  committee. 

While  it  is  well  for  the  pupils  to  be  made  to  feel  their  responsibility  in  the 
movement,  yet  the  real  leadership  in  every  village  and  city  must  rest  with  the 
teachers. 

Let  each  teacher,  therefore,  at  once  interest  the  pupils  in  the  message  to  the 
public  schools.  (It  will  be  sent  to  any  address  by  the  chairman.)  Let  the  school 
vote,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  school  board,  to  observe  the  day.  Form  a strong 
committee  of  teachers,  pupils,  and  citizens.  Enlist  the  press.  Induce  the  citizens 
to  allow  the  schools  to  be  the  centre  of  the  local  celebration.  Invite  the  veterans 


of  the  war  to  send  details  to  every  school  house  to  assist  in  the  morning  salute  to 
the  flag,  as  well  as  to  act  as  escorts  to  the  pupils  in  the  afternoon  parade. 

Do  all  this  before  the  close  of  the  present  term  ; for  during  the  summer  other 
local  arrangements  may  possibly  be  made  which  ignore  the  primacy  of  the  schools. 
As  soon  as  any  school  decides  to  celebrate,  inform  the  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee,  and  a copy  of  the  official  progamme  will  be  sent  upon  its  publication, 
September  1.  Also  inform  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education. 

Let  not  one  public  school  in  the  United  States  allow  itselt  to  be  left  out  in  this 
most  memorable  celebration.”

Finances. 


In  order  to  secure  sufficient  funds  to  defray  the  expenses  of  our  State  School 
Exhibit,  it  is  proposed  that  each  teacher  contribute  from  ten  to  fifty  cents  toward  the 
enterprise,  and  each  pupil  one  to  five  cents.  If  all  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  schools 
should  give  the  above  amounts,  the  total  sum  (about  twenty-five  hundred  dollars) 
thus  secured  would  still  fall  far  short  of  the  amount  necessary  to  prepare,  collect, 
ship,  place  and  maintain  the  exhibit  at  Chicago  during  the  six  months  of  the 
Exposition. 

The  above  plan  will  interest  all  children  in  the  advancement  and  honor  of  our 
State,  and  instill  in  their  minds  and  hearts  a broad  and  lasting  patriotism.  Let  it 
be  understood  here  that  all  contributions,  however  small,  are  entirely  voluntary, 
and  for  this  reason  they  will  be  the  more  valuable. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  corresponding  -with  managers  in 
other  States,  find  that  the  average  estimated  cost,  in  several  States,  for  preparing 
and  maintaining  a State  exhibit  at  the  World’s  Fair,  equals  from  eight  to  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

In  addition  to  the  plan  suggested  above,  many  enterprising  teachers  and  boards 
of  directors  in  Oregon  have  suggested  that  their  schools  give  a public  entertain- 
menton  theeveningof  October  12,  1892,  the  date  of  the  four  hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  discovery  of  America  by  Christopher  Columbus,  and  to  charge  a small  admis- 
sion fee  to  all  such  public  entertainments,  thus  supplementing  the  fund  proposed 
and  necessary  to  carry  forward  and  maintain  the  exhibit. 

The  plan  thus  suggested  — liberal  and  patriotic  as  it  is  — is  hereby  heartily 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  this  connection,  the  Committee  would  recommend  to  all  superintendents 
and  teachers  that  they  prepare  suitably  inscribed  rolls  of  the  names  of  all  children 
and  students  contributing  to  the  Exhibit  Fund,  giving  the  name  and  number  of 
the  district  or  school,  the  name  of  the  teacher,  the  names  of  all  pupils  subscrib- 
ing and  the  amounts  paid. 

For  this  purpose,  use  paper  ruled  or  unruled,  half-sheets,  size  12% x 8 inches, 
writing  on  one  side  of  the  paper  only. 

The  design  is  to  make  these  rolls  of  honor  into  portfolios  as  a part  of  the  gen- 
eral exhibit,  thus  exemplifying  the  practical  liberality  and  patriotism  of  the  Oregon 
teachers  and  pupils. 
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General  Treasury. 

It  is  necessary  that  a depository  for  funds  raised,  be  established  at  the  most 
convenient  point  in  the  State.  With  this  in  view,  the  Merchants  Nationnl  Bank, 
of  Portland,  has  been  designated  as  the  general  treasury  of  the  Oregon  Educational 
Exhibit.  All  cash  remittances,  designed  for  this  fund,  must  he  forwarded  by  bank 
draft,  or  postoffice  money  order,  to  I.  A.  Macrum,  cashier,  Merchants  National  Bank, 
Portland,  Oregon,  who  will  send  a receipt  to  the  person  or  persons  sending  the 
money,  and  credit  the  same  to  the  exhibit  fund. 

Store  I^oom  for  Cxhibit. 

A room  will  be  secured  in  Portland  where  all  collections,  specimens  and  mate- 
rial of  the  exhibit  will  be  stored.  This  room  will  be  selected  by  and  he  in  charge  of 
I.  W.  Pratt,  chairman,  who  will  receive  and  care  for  all  shipments  sent  to  him  from 
the  several  counties,  cities  and  districts  in  the  State,  until  the  same  is  ready  for 
shipment  to  Chicago. 

All  material,  papers,  etc.,  intended  for  the  exhibit,  must  be  forwarded  to 
Superintendent  Pratt  by  express,  not  later  than  March  1,  1S93,  and  must  be  carefully 
boxed  and  plainly  labeled,  giving  the  county,  city  or  district  and  name  of  school 
or  institution. 

The  entire  exhibit  must  be  forwarded  to  Chicago  by  March  15, 1S93. 

General  (Committee. 

All  county  and  city  superintendents,  presidents  and  principals  of  higher 
institutions,  and  all  principals  of  public  schools  are  requested  to  act  as  members 
of  the  General  Committee.  The  principal  duty  of  members  of  this  committee  will 
be  to  prepare  and  arrange  for  exhibits  of  work  under  their  immediate  charge. 

Additional  committees  will  be  organized  at  the  meeting  of  the  State  Teachers’ 
Association  to  be  held  at  Portland.

Gonglusion. 

In  closing  this  circular,  the  Committee  would  earnestly  request  all  enterprising 
friends  of  education  in  all  parts  of  our  State  to  lend  a helping  hand  to  their  teach- 
ers and  pupils  in  this  important  undertaking.  The  educational  exhibit  of  the 
American  schools  to  be  organized  at  Chicago  next  year  will  be  the  most  complete, 
comprehensive  and  thorough  ever  shown  before  the  nations  of  the  world.  The 
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exposition  affords  a magnificent  opportunity  to  present  an  exhibit  representing 
our  entire  educational  system. 

Let  us  prepare  such  an  exhibit  as  shall  be  a source  of  pride  and  pleasure  to  all 
of  our  citizens  who  will  visit  the  great  Columbian  Exposition  in  1893.
